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Microfiche  Produced  on  Agency  Contracts 
Do  Not  Necessarily  Meet  LPS  Specifications 

The  Micrographics  Section  receives  and  distributes  several  microfiche  publications 
that  differ  from  the  rest  of  the  titles  distributed  to  depositories  in  microfiche.  In  these 
special  cases,  the  distribution  stock  is  received  by  LPS  as  a  completed  microfiche 
product  requisitioned  by  the  originating  agency  with  a  depository  ,!rider"  quantity 
specified  on  the  order. 

The  LPS  Micrographics  Section  has  no  control  over  the  quality,  format,  appearance, 
packaging,  or  other  specifications  normally  afforded  our  other  microfiche  titles.  The 
specifications  are  determined  in  advance  by  the  originating  agency  and  GPO's  Printing 
Procurement  Department.  The  LPS  function  is  simply  to  distribute  these  microfiche  in 
much  the  same  way  paper  documents  are  received  and  distributed. 

Certain  physical  characteristics  of  these  agency-originated  microfiche,  such  as  striped 
headers,  vesicular  rather  than  diazo  film  type,  etc.,  makes  them  unsuitable  for  additional 
duplication.  Because  of  their  attributes,  these  microfiche  cannot  be  reproduced  by  LPS. 
Thus,  depositoiy  claims  cannot  be  fulfilled  when  claims  stock  is  exhausted,  or  when  an 
insufficient  quantity  has  been  delivered  to  begin  with- 
in many  cases,  these  microfiche  are  regularly  superseded  by  a  subsequent  issue. 
Often  when  the  Micrographics  Section  has  attempted  to  obtain  replacement  stock  from 
the  agency  for  either  defective  fiche  or  a  shortage,  a  later  version  has  been  issued  or 
the  agency  has  failed  to  supply  the  fiche.  As  a  result,  these  claims  also  cannot  be 
fulfilled.

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To  Send  You  the  2nd  Session  Fiche  Sooner, 
They  Must  be  Renumbered 

Beginning  with  the  Congressional  Bills  and  Resolutions  of  the  101st  Congress,  2nd 
session,  LPS  has  discontinued  sequential  numbering  of  the  microfiche  on  which  these 
seminal  documents  of  the  Republic  are  distributed.  Sequential  numbering  required  that 
the  second  session  documents  be  held  until  the  last  number  for  the  first  session  had 
been  determined. 

This  delay  in  filming  and  distributing  the  second  session  materials  was  unacceptable 
to  many  depository  librarians.  A  number  of  librarians  suggested  starting  the  numbering 
over  with  number  one  for  the  second  session  materials,  a  change  which  resulted  in  the 
present  system. 

Under  the  previous  system,  the  requirements  of  compiling  the  Cumulative  Finding 
Aid  for  Congressional  Bills  and  Resolutions  included  tracking  down  copies  of  missing 
documents  from  various  sources.  This  pursuit  of  "fugitive  documents"  of  the  first 
session  could  continue  until  well  into  the  start  of  the  second  session.  And  with  a 
sequential  numbering  system  spanning  both  sessions,  the  number  for  the  first  fiche  of 
the  second  session  could  not  be  assigned  until  the  last  number  for  the  first  session  had 
been  assigned. 

In  1990,  as  in  most  years,  LPS  attempted  to  obtain  all  of  the  remaining  bills  for  the 
101st  Congress,  first  session.  This  acquisition  effort  was  still  ongoing  after  the  start  of 
the  second  session.  But  this  year,  because  of  the  renumbering,  LPS  has  been  able  to 
ship  second  session  material  before  distributing  the  final  bill  shipment  of  the  first 
session. 

While  the  renumbering  may  not  be  an  ideal  solution,  LPS  feels  that  the  importance 
of  timely  issuance  of  the  bills  and  finding  aids  overrides  the  convenience  of  continuous 
fiche  numbering.

When  you  send  in  your  lists,  please  remember  the  following  guidelines: 

1.  Clearly  label  "needs"  and  "offers,"  and  use  separate  pages  for  each. 

2.  Use  only  one  side  of  the  paper. 

3.  Use  a  dark  typewriter  ribbon  or  at  least  near-letter  quality  printing, 

and  send  the  original,  not  a  copy. 

4.  Do  not  staple  lists  together. 

5.  Margins: 

Allow  a  minimum  of  one  inch  for  top  and  bottom  margins. 
Allow  a  minimum  of  one-half  inch  for  side  margins. 

6.  Lists  should  be  in  SuDocs  number  order.  Titles  without  SuDocs 

numbers  should  be  listed  at  the  end  in  alphabetical  order. 

7.  Include  title,  year  of  publication  (monographs),  year  of  coverage, 

volume,  and  issue  (serials).  Include  agency  when  appropriate 
(annual  reports,  etc.). 

8.  Indicate  microformat. 

9.  Type  any  instructions/information  about  mailing  labels,  postage,  etc.,  at 

the  end  of  the  list.  Then  type  the  contact's  name  and  address 
followed  by  a  blank  line  and  then  a  line  of  asterisks.

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Readers  Exchange 

Recycling:  A  Cure  for  Those  Exchange  Program  Blues 

For  many  documents  librarians,  offering  a  group  of  weeded  titles  on  the  Documents 
Exchange  Program  can  be  an  excruciating  experience.  After  all,  no  one  may  want  to 
collect  what  you  and  your  colleagues  have  so  willingly  offered;  the  resulting  sense  of 
rejection  can  be  devastating. 

Yet  the  inevitable  let  down,  may  in  part  be  due  to  the  very  nature  of  government 
information.  Older  information  (if  that  is  not  a  contradiction  in  terms)  tends  to  be  less 
valuable.  Patrons  are  harking  after  the  latest.  There  is  an  unavoidable  tendency  to  be 
done  with  the  old  and  to  make  way  for  the  new. 

Consequently  many  titles  on  the  Exchange  List  can  find  but  few  takers  in  the 
document  market  place.  Librarians  often  discover  to  their  misery  that  what  they  and 
their  staff  have  offered  others  have  hastened  to  put  on  the  block.  One  faces  a  glutted 
market.  Or  to  switch  metaphors,  the  Federal  "Needs  and  Offers"  list  becomes  rather 
like  the  biblical  notion  of  the  "many  called  and  few  chosen."  For  the  Depository 
Exchange  Program,  many  are  offered  and  few  are  needed. 

In  the  face  of  this  situation,  I  prescribe  a  modest  therapy  -  a  balm  for  these 
occasional  bouts  with  what  one  might  call  "a  case  of  the  Exchange  Program  blues." 
Consider  recycling.  Our  decision  to  take  steps  in  this  direction  at  Dickinson  College 
has  boosted  our  overall  morale  and  brought  a  measure  of  enthusiasm  to  the  otherwise 
thankless  job  of  weeding. 

When  we  contemplated  tossing  out  another  load  of  unwanted  titles  from  the 
Exchange  list  this  fall,  one  of  our  ardent  paraprofessionals  with  a  heart  for  the 
environment  encouraged  us  to  seek  out  a  more  sensitive  option,  If  we  could  not  find  a 
foster  home  for  our  unwanted  titles  -  if  no  sister  library  would  come  forward  to  claim 
our  offered  volumes  -  we  could,  at  least,  allow  them  the  opportunity  of  making  a  final 
postmortem  contribution  to  the  nation's  ecological  ills.  We  could  recycle. 

Technically,  we  found  the  process  surprisingly  easy.  Since  regulations  prevented  us 
from  profiting  from  the  discard  of  these  materials,  we  could  offer  them  free  of  charge. 
As  you  might  expect,  a  local  recycling  dealer  proved  more  than  willing  to  take  them  off 
our  hands.  We,  on  our  part,  agreed  to  help  load  the  270  some  odd  cubic  feet  of 
discarded  material.  The  dealer  provided  the  truck. 

If  your  depository  begins  to  recycle,  you  may  even  have  the  opportunity  of  tying 
your  recycling  efforts  to  your  institution's  larger  program.  We  have  discovered  here  at 
Dickinson  an  increasing  openness  to  having  document  recycling  become  a  routine 
dimension  of  the  College's  environmental  policy.  In  an  age  of  heightened 
environmental  consciousness,  recycled  documents  have  a  role  to  fill. 
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Whatever  the  case,  the  concept  of  recycling  offers  the  documents  collection  a 
wonderful  opportunity,  it  allows  a  library  to  dispose  of  its  discarded  items  with  safety 
and  good  sense.  To  be  sure,  recycling  will  never  rival  the  thrill  of  shipping  off  one's 
requested  Exchange  List  titles  to  an  eager  depository.  Nor  will  it  match  the  joy  of 
landing  upon  a  title  in  an  "Offers  List"  that  you  have  sought  after  for  years.  But  for 
those  difficult  items  -  those  discards  that  no  one  seems  to  want  -  it  is  preferable  to  the 
land  fill.  It  may  even  prove  a  mild  antidote  to  those  all-too-common  "Exchange 
Program  Blues."

The  Library  Programs  Service  learned  on  Friday,  April  6,  1990,  that  the  data  from 
the  1989  Periodicals  Supplement  was  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  Monthly  Catalog 
1989  Cumulative  Index.  This  omission  was  apparently  the  result  of  a  computer 
processing  error.  This  set,  which  runs  6  volumes  in  hard  copy  or  43  microfiche,  will  not 
be  reissued  by  LPS  due  to  the  substantial  expense  involved.  To  replace  these  indexes 
would  require  going  back  to  press  for  24,198  hard  copy  volumes  and  the  reproduction 
of  74,906  diazo  microfiche.  The  lifespan  of  the  Monthly  Catalog  1989  Cumulative 
Index  is  limited,  as  it  will  be  superseded  by  the  upcoming  1986-90  cumulative  index  to 
be  issued  in  1991. 

LPS  will  implement  special  quality  control  checks  when  future  cumulative  indexes 
are  processed  to  ensure  that  this  problem  does  not  recur.  Libraries  may  wish  to  retain 
the  index  from  the  1989  Periodicals  Supplement  for  binding  with  the  1989  Monthly 
Catalogs,  Individual  copies  of  the  1989  Periodicals  Supplement  in  paper  format  are  no 
longer  available  for  sale  from  GPO,  as  this  issue  is  out  of  print.  Any  questions

Robert  W.  Houk  Becomes  Public  Printer 

On  March  5,  the  U.S.  Senate  confirmed  the  nomination 
of  Robert  W.  Houk  as  GPO's  22nd  Public  Printer.  The 
62-year-old  native  of  Michigan  was  sworn  in  on  March  8, 
and  brings  more  than  33  years  of  experience  in  the  print- 
ing industry  to  his  new  position.  Houk  began  his  print- 
ing career  in  1954  with  the  Ford  Motor  Company  where 
he  helped  modernize  printed  business  forms  and  pro- 
curement. In  1957,  he  joined  Rotary  Manifold  Forms 
Corporation,  a  division  of  Safran  Printing  Company, 
Detroit,  MI. 

In  1965,  Houk  cofounded  UFORMA,  Inc.  and,  in  1971, 
became  Chairman  of  the  Board.  UFORMA  acquired 
Shelby  Business  Forms  of  Shelby,  OH,  in  1979.  During 
his  tenure  with  UFORMA/SHELBY,  retail  sales  rose  to 
approximately  $40  million  annually.  Houk  served  as 
President,  Chief  Executive  Officer,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  UFORMA/SHELBY  before  departing  the  com- 
pany on  December  1,  1988. 

Houk  was  nominated  to  serve  as  Public  Printer  by  Presi- 
dent Bush  on  November  6,  1989.  While  awaiting  confir- 
mation, he  worked  at  GPO  acquainting  himself  with  day- 
to-day  activities.  During  his  confirmation  hearings  before 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Rules  and  Administration, 
Houk  commented  on  the  significance  of  meeting  agency 
customer  needs.  He  noted,  "GPO's  markets  are  its  life- 
line. Our  customers,  for  printed  products  and  services, 
will  dictate  our  long  term  viability.  With  customer  satis- 
faction, which  is  the  ultimate  test,  GPO  can  expect  to 
continue  to  meet  its  mission.  I  assure  you  that  my  35 
years  experience  in  the  private  sector  as  an  employer,  as 
an  executive,  and  as  a  printing  industry  official,  will  be 
put  to  work  each  and  every  day  to  maximize  our  ability 
to  meet  the  changing  demands  of  the  people  we  serve!" 

Houk's  involvement  in  the  printing  community  has  been 
wide-ranging.  He  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Printing  Industries  of  America  and  International  Business 
Forms  Industries,  Inc.  In  1988,  he  was  inducted  into  the 
Printing  Hall  of  Fame  at  Rochester  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. Houk  has  earned  several  Outstanding  Service 
Awards  and  Achievement  Recognition  Awards  from  the 
International  Business  Forms  Industries  and  PIA  respec- 
tively. He  was  the  1980  Business  Forms  Man  of  the  Year 
and  earned  the  Outstanding  Leadership  Award  of  the 
Printing  Industry  of  Central  Ohio  in  1989.
